No set of commercial travelers carry 


such a precious stock as the diamond 
salesmen. 
There are about a hundred 


traveling salesmen iu this country whos>e 
Stock consists of diamonds, and all but a ' 
very small percentage of them travel for 
lirms iu New York city, for New York 
has always been the diamond market of 
the country. Of course there are many 
jewelry salesmen who take along with 
their other stock a limited amount of 
precious stones, but they are not in the 
class with the kind mculioned, who carry 
no other goods and are not bothered with 
sample trunks or satchels. 


Few as is the number of traveling dia- 


mond salesmen, they probably carry a , 
combined stock of a value equal to that | 
carried by ten times their number in other 
brandies of trade, or which, if concerted ! 
into dollars, would probably be ceiual to 
the capital stock of some of the largest 
concerns for which other salesmen travel. 
From the point of view of the light fin- 
gered gentry one of these salesmen would 
be worth for a "touch" 100 of his fellow 
travelers, and yet one rarely if ever hears 
of a diamond salesman coming lo g-iwf 
Irom contact with this class. 
Few as 


have been the instances of jewelry sales- 
men being tubbed on the road, the easels 
where diamond salesmen have suffered in 
tins manner are even fewer. 
If you ask 


the travelers whoso starting point is the 
Maiden lane district why this K they will 
tell you that the diamond salesman is a 
peculiar kind of individual and that to 
catch him napping it would be necessary 
to sit up a good many nights.' While on 
the road outwardly he appears as care- 
less nnd debonair as any other drummer 
who \\&s around the hotel or plays cards 
in the smoker, ye't underneath there is a 
caution in his makeup which is required 
of the man who sells ihe most costly of 
the gifts of Mother Eaith. 


When it is taken into consideration that 


a traveling cali-sman for almost a:iy of 
tho di.-imoud houses of John street and 
Maiden lane seldom starts out on a trip 
eif any length w i t h less than $1(10.000 
worth of diamonds in bis wallet, ami more 
ed'loii ilu1 stock is worth thiee times that 
Mini, it would seem to the average- man 
th.lt he would h n v c to be possessed of 
the caution and nerve of ten other men 
and that i.s just about what the diamond 
salesman has. Then. t"o. it would se'-e'n

ITcme the risk to the house i- 


pretty small. 
One of the laigest house- 


in the diamond district has a sale-sinai 
out most of the i.cnr who is not a nu-mbe 
•>f the linn. Yet he fiequontly starts witli 
loo-c stone's in his wallet aggicgating in 
value ivriUO.OOO. 
Implicit confidence N 


placed iu him, and he has never \iolatoel 
it. 
Kvcn if he were unscrupulous liis- 


••onimission i« so large that it would pay 
him more to keep the confidence of his 
employers in the- long rim than to disup 
pear with his wallet with the certainty of 
being tiackcel by the special defectives to 
whom Mich matters arc generally intrust 
eel by the diamond dcaleis and jewelor.- 
<if the I'nitod States. 


The diamond mau carries his goods in 


n wallet about ten inches long. This wal 
let is invariably carried in a pocket on the 
inside eif his vest. The diamond salesman 
rarely travels at night. 
One reason for 


this is that time is of no particular con 
ccin. Another is the greater risk in night 
traveling. When he docs travel at night. 
he either keeps his vest on or else he 
wcais a shirt inside of which is a pocket 
similar t<> that in the vest. Of course the 
necessity often does arise of night travel 
ing, and to be ready for it not a few din 
mond salesmen always have with them 
Htich a garment in order to be comfortable- 
nnd not have to go to bed in the sleeper 
with the ve-st on. Diamond salesmen scl 
dom talk of their business while traveling, 
because they don't exactly care to be 
known. 


Diamonds are always shown in papers 


All of the salesmen carry a certain 
amount of what is called in trade par 
lance "rnclct"—that is, diamonds below a 
carat in weight, generally of the size 
suitable for mounting in jewelry. 
Of 


course the diamond salesman tries espe- 
cially to sell the largest stones, weighing 
from a cafrat up. These are what make 
their stock so valuable, and to sell only a 
small portion of thorn is worth a trip from 
one coast to the'other. What astonishes 
those to whom care seems to be an essen- 
tial in selling valuable goods is the cus 
torn pursued in the diamond business and. 
for that matter, the entire jewelry bttsi 
ness, of leaving goods on what is called 
"memorandum." 
A :lnmond salesman, 


if a jeweler tells him he belic.ves he can 
get a customer for some of his stones, 
will leave a paper of diamonds with the 
jeweler without anything given as secur- 
ity, but with the understood right to get 
them back when ho wants them. 


At the end of a week or two tho dia- 


mond salesman will walk into the store 
where he left the stones, weigh them up 
with a little pair of scales he carries in 
his pocket, and for the difference in 
weight of the stones he left in the first 
place he will charge ihe jeweler. 
That is 


why the diamond salesman travels by 
easy singes, ns often he has to wnit in a 
place for two weeks to make a sale of this 
kind.—New York Sun.

Occupation for .children means happi- 


ness. The little ones who have nothing tc 
do are in.«7itably fretful and mischievous, 
eo It is necessary for tuwtbers to find suit- 
able and varied employment for thoii 
young folks.

Every one has heard of the whale- 


bacU type of ships, first used on the 
American lakes and since adapted suc- 
cessfully to the transatlantic carrying 
trade. 


The inventor says the idea came to him 


while asleep. He dreamed that he was 
sailing in a small hoat across an un- 


. known and tempestuous sea when he be- 


came suddenly aware ot the approach of 


' , what he at first took to be a marine moii- 


, "ster, but which on closet- examination 


proved to be a ship. It was, however, of 
a kind such as had never been seen by 
mortal eyes before. It looked very much 
like a huge cigar, and the dreamer noted 
that its deck curved upward toward the 
center and that there were practically no 
bulwarks, the result being that the water 
which broke aboard did no damage, but 
swirled cff again almost immediately into 
the ocean whence it came.
